REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art is no 
longer seen as teaching or fairly suggesting the claimed invention. The combination of Haman et 
al. in view of Brox et al. and Stolz is no longer seen as teaching a seamless paintball having the 
recipe as recited. The claims recite a particular recipe for the paintball that permits its 
manufacture as a seamless paintball uniform in shape. Further, the applicant has submitted a 
declaration under 35 C.F.R. 1.132 by Robert Collins attesting to the seamless nature of the 
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instant invention in comparison to the prior art. The declaration and remarks submitted April 28, 
2006 state that the instant invention comprises a paintball that is seamless in every sense of the 
word, whereas the paintball of Haman while characterized as seamless, is not since the method 
of manufacture disclosed therein necessarily provides a seam between the united sheets of 
material. The declaration and remarks further support this assertion in stating that the paintball 
of Haman which is formed by pressing two premanufactured solid sheets together in a die will 
definitely include a seam and that such paintballs cannot fairly be characterized as being 
seamless.
